MEMOIRS of the Lire and Mitirary Services 
Of Lizutenanr-Generat ELLIOT. 
tay: AUGUSTUS ELLIOT, the brave and gal- 

lant defender of Gibraltar, is the fon of the late Sir Gil- 
bert Elliot of Stobbs, in Roxburghfhire. ‘The ancient and ho- 
nourable family of Elliot of Stobbs, as well as the collateral 
branch of Elliot of Minto in the fame county, and of Elliot of 
Port Elliot, in Cornwall, are originally from Normandy. Their 
anceftor, M. Aliott, came over with William the Conqueror, 
and held a diftinguifhed rank in his army. There is a traditiona- 
ry anecdote in the family, relating to an honourable diftinétion 
in their cuat of arms, which, as it correfponds with hiftory, 
bears the appearance of truth. When William fer foot on the 
Englifh land, he flipped and fell on the earth. He fprung up 
agaim and cxclaisaed, that it was a happy omen, he had embra- 
ced the country of which he was to become the Lord. Upon 
this Aliott drew his fword, and fwore by the honour of a {ol- 
dier, that he would maintain, at the hazard of his blood, the 
tight of his Lord to the fovereignty of the earth which he had 
embraced. On the event of conqueft, King William added to 
the arms of Aliott, which was abaton or, on a field azure, the 
arm and fword as a creft, with the motto, Per faxa, per ignes, 
fortiler et ree. 
down and recorded as a memorial of their antiquity. 

Sir Gilbert Enliot of Stobbs lad nine fons and two daugh- 
ters. ‘The prefent General Elliot was the youngeft fon, and 
he is now the only furviving one. His eldeit brother, Sir 
Jobn Ellior, left the title and eftate to his fon, the prefent Sir 
Francis Elliot, who is therefore nephew to the General. 

George Auguitus Ulliot was born about the year 1718, and 
received the firft rudiments of his education under a private tus 
tor retained at the family feat. At an early age he was {ent 
tothe Univerfity of Leyden, where he made a rapid progrefs 
in claffical learning, and fpoke with elegance and fluency the 
German and French languages. Being defigned for a military 
life, he was fent trom thence to the celebrated Ecole Revyale 
du genie militaire, at La Fere in Picardy. This {chool was 
rendered the moft famous in. Europe by means of the great 
Vauban, under whom it was conducted. It is now under the 
management and care of the Comte d’Mouroville. Here it was 
that the foundation was laid of that knowledge of tactics in all 
its branches, and particularly in the arts of engineering and for- 
tification, which has fo greatly diftinguifled this officer fince. 
He completed his military courfe on the continent by a tour, 
for the purpofe of fecing in praStice what he had been fludying 
intheory. Prufhia was the model for difcipline, and he conti- 
nnéd for fome time as a volunteer in that fervice. Such were 
the fteps taken by the young men of fafhion in that day to 
complish themfelves for the fervice of their country. Many of 
his coremporaries were then firmly engaged, nobly abandoning 
the enjoyments of eafe and luxury at home, for the opportuni- 
ty of feeing aétual fervice. 

_ Mr Elliot returned, in the 17th year of his age, to his na- 
tive country of Scotland, and was in the fame year, 1735, in- 
troduced by his father, Sir Gilbert, to Lieut. Col. Peers, of 
Th paeeceumene of foot, or Royal Welch Fuzileers, then lying 
in Edinburgh. Sir Gilbert prefented him a youth anxious to 
bear arms for his King and country. He was accordingly en- 
tered as 2 volunteer in that regiment, and continued for a 
twelvemonth of more. At this time he gave a promife of his 
tature military talents, and fhewed that he was at lea(t a foldicr 
ait aby From the 23d he went into the engireer corps at 
Woolwich, and made great progrefs in that (tady, until his un- 
cle, Colonel Elliot, brought him in as Adjutant of the fecond 
troop. of hende grenadiers., In. this ficuation he conducted him- 
elf with the moft exemplary attention, aad laid the foundation 
of that di(cipline which has rendered thofe two troops the finett 
cprps of heavy cavalry in Europe, the Hanoverian body guards, 
ies eens of France, not excepted. With thefe troops 
at upon fervice to Germany, in the war before la(t, and 
‘4s with them in a variety of aétions.

tingen he was wounded. In this corps he firft bought the 
rank of Captain and Major, and afterwards pufchafed the Lieu- 
tenant-Colonelcy from Colonel! Brewertor, who fuccecded to 
his uncle. On arriving at this rank he refigned-his commif- 
fion as an engineer, which he had enjoyed along with his other 
rank, and in which fervice he had been aétively employed very 
much to the advantage of his country. He had received the 
inftructions of the famous Engineer Bellidor, and made him- 
felf completely mafter of the fcience of gunnery. Had he not 
difintereftedly refigned his rank in the engineer department, he 
would now, by regular progreflion, have been at the head of 
that corps. Soon-after this he was appointed Aid-de Camp 
to King George II. and was already diftinguifhed for his mi- 
litary fkill and difcipline. In the year 1799, be quitted the 
fecond troop of horfe grenadier guards, bejng feieéted to raife, 
form, and difcipline the firlt regiment of light horfe, called at- 
ter him Lilist’s. Ass foon as they were raifed and formed, he 
Was appointed to the command of the cavalry in the expedition 
on the coafts of France, with the rank of Brigadier-General. 


_ After this he pall-d jnto Germany, wien? F was empidyed on 


the fa, and greatly dittinguifhed bimfelf in a wuriety of move- 
ments, while his regiment difplayed a ftri€tnefs of difcipline, an 
activity, and enterprife, which gained them fignal honour ; and 
indeed they have been the pattern regiment, both in regafd to 
difcipline and appointment, to the many light dragoon troops 
thac have, fince that period, been raifedin our fervice. From 
Germany he was recalled for the purpofe of being employed as 
fecond in command in the memorable expedition againft the 
Havannah. It was poflible to find an officer in the funfhine of 
the Court, to whom, under the patronage of a Prince, the trapé 
pings of the chief command might be given; but an Elliot was 
wanted to act, as well as an Albemarle to Mine, and for him 
they were furced to go to the difty plains of Germany. The 
circumftances of that conqueft are well known. ; It feems as if 
our brave veteran had always in his ey? the gallant Lewis de 
Velafco, who maintained his {tation to the la{t extremity, and 
when his garrifon were flying from his fide, or falling at his 
feet, difdained to call for quarter, but fell glorioutly exercifing 
his {word upon his conquerors. , 

Our readers will pardon us for the recital of a fhort anec- 
dote, — occurred immediately after the reduction, as it 
fhews, that, in the very heat and outrages of war, the General 
was not unmindful of the rights of humanity. He was parti- 
cularly eminent among the conquerors of the Havannah, for 
his ditinterefted procedure, and for his checking the horrors of 
indifcriminate plunder. To him, therefore, appeals were moft 
frequently made. A Frenchman, who had fuffered greatly by 
the depredations of the foldiery, made application to him, and 
begged, in bad Englith, that he would interfere to have his pro- 
perty reflored. ‘Che petitioner’s wife, who was prefent, a wo- 
man of great fpirit, was angry at the hyfband for intercefhon, 
and faid, ** Commept pouvez. yous demaader:dw grace a un 
homme qui vient vous depouiller? N’en efperez pas.”? The 
hufband perfilting in his application, his wife grew more loud 
in the cenfaure, and faid, ** vous n’etes pas Francois!’ “The 
General, who was bufy writing at the time, turned to the wo- 
man, and faid, fmiling, ** Madame ne vous, echauffez pas, ce 
que votre mari demande lui fera accordé !” ** Oh faut-il pour 
furcroit de malheur,”” exclaimed the woman, ‘ que le barbare 
parle le Francois.” The Generalywas fo very much pleafed 
with the woman’s fpirit, that he sgt only procured them their 
property again, bot alfo took paim$ to accommodate them in 
every refpect. This has been through life the manly charac- 
teriftic of the General; if he would not fuffer'his troops to 
extend, for the fuke of plunder, the ravages of war, he uever 
impoverilhed them by unjoft exactions. He never would con- 
fent-that his Quarter-matter’s place fhould be fold, « not only, 
fays he, becaufe I think it the reward of an honeft veteran fol- 
dier, but alfo, becaufe I could not fo direétly exercife my au- 
thority in his difmithon, should he behave ill.” 

On the peace, his gallant regiment was reviewed by his Ma- 
jefty in Hyde-park, when they prefented to the King the 
{tandards which they had taken from the enemy. The King 


gratified with their high charaéter, afked General Elliot, what | 


mark of his favour he could beftow on his regiment equal to 
their merits... Fle anfwered, that his regiment would be proud 
if his Majeity fhould think that, by their fervices, they were en- 
titled to the difltinétion of Royals. It, was accordingly made a 
royal regiment, with this flattering title, The 15th, or Kizg’s 
Royal Regiment of Light Dragoons. At the fame time the 
King expreficd a defire to confer a mark of his favour on the 
brave General ; but he declared, that the honour and fatisfac- 
tion of his Maje(ty’s approbation of his fervices was his beft 
reward. 

During the peace he was not idle. 
curious branches of the military art, gave him ampie employ- 
ment ; and, in the year 1775, he was appointed to fredeed Ge. 
neral A’Court as Commander in Chief of the forces in Ireland: 
But he did not continue long in this flation $ not even long e- 
nough to unpack all his tranks ; for finding that interferences 
were made by petty authority derogatory of his own, he refift: 
ed the practice with becoming fpirit, and not ‘chufing to dilterh 
the government of the fifter kingdom on a matter perfonal to 
hiratelf; he folicited to be recalled, and accordingly was fo, 
when he was appointed to the command of Gibraltar, in a for- 
tunate hour for the fafety of that important fortrefs. The fy- 
ftem of his life, as well as his education, peculiarly qualified 
him for this truft.

by the moft {trict rules of difcipline, before there arofe a necef-

The military fyftem of 
d {cipline which he introduced, and the preparations which he 
made for his defence, were contrived with fu much judgment, 
and executed with fo much addrefs, that he has been able, 
with a ‘handfal of men; to preferve his poft againft an attack, 
the conftancy of which, eveit without the vigour, has been fuf- 
ficient to exhauft any.common fet of men. Colleéted within 
himfelf, he has in ne inftance deltroyed, by premature attacks, 
the labours which would coft the enemy time, patience, and 
expence to complete; he has never fpent his ammunition im 
ufelefs parade, or in unimportant attacks. He has never relax- 
ed from his difcipline by the appearance of fecurity, nor hazard- 
ed the lives of his garrifon by wild experiments. By a cool 
and temperate demeanor he has maintained his {tation for three 
years of conftant inveftment, in which all the powers of Spain. 
were employed. . Aji.the pe eve been on iis gat~ 
rion, and his condu& has jultly exalted him to a moft eleva- 
ted place ih the military annals of the prefent day. . 

The General married a fitter of the prefent Sir Francis 
Drake, and by her has had a fon and a daughter. The fon is 
now Lieutenant-Colonel of the Innifkilling regiment of dra- 
goons, and the daughter is married to Mr Fuller, of Bayly 
Park; in Suffex. His lady died about thirteen years ago, and 
her lofs the General has not yet ceafed to lament, The Ge- 
neral is now about his 64th year, but his temperate livipg has 
preferved to him his looks with great frefiinefs.

L’ Hector, of 74 guns; Centaur, 74; Glo- 
rieux, 74; Caton, 64; Ardent, 64. 

The following thips are arrived from Jamaica, three of them 
came in with Lord Rodney, viz. Montagu, of 74 guns; Refo- 
lution, 74; Anfon 64; Jafon, 64; and Canada, 74, dif- 
mafted. 

Suppofed to be with the fleet: Ville de Paris, of 100 guns ; 
and Ramillies, of 74. 

It is rather extraordinary that the Ville de Paris, a French 
three decker, after being.in.five engagements, fhould be the on- 
ly thip that did uot fufler-materially in the ftorm on the 17th 
of September, and is 4 convincing proof that the Freuch do not 
equip their fhips fo badly as they did the Pegafe, of 74 guns, 
which was fitted out for an Eaft-India voyage, yet when taken 
by Admiral Barrington was not deemed ar, at a time of emer- 
gency, for a fymmer’s cruife in the Channel, though when ta- 
ken fhe fuffered very little, notwith{tanding forty of her crew 
were killed by the taking fire of the Foudroyam. 

Difpatches are hourly expeéted to arrive from Sir Guy 
Carleton ag New-York, containing a circumftantial account of 
the correfpondence that ‘has pafled between Congrefs and him, 
in cuonfequence of the offcs of independence being made. 

It clearly appears, from Sir Guy’s Carleton’s laft difpatches, 
that more than 300,000 1. a year, has been expended at New- 
York, ever fince we have had poffeflion of that place, in fuper 
fluons agencies velonging to the civil and military ettablifhment 
of that city. ~ 

When the laft advices left New-York, three gentlemen from 
the New-England provinces had refided in that city near two 
months, waiting the arrival of difpatches from England to Sir 
Guy Carleton. ~ : 

Admiral Pigot, it is generally thought, was too late for the 
French fleet by many days ; as he did not leave Jamaica till a 
confiderable diftance of time from Vadreuil’s ftarting from the 
Cape, though fo many cruizers were watching the encmy’s 
motions. 

The ingenious manceyvre.of Admiral Pigot in returning to 
the latitude of the Havannah, inftead of proceeding to Ameri- 
ca after the French fquadrun, deferves great praife, for in all 
human probability he will thereby fall in with the Spanith fleet ; 
and if fo, he will be fo much their fuperior as to wage an eafy 
war. Nor was it lefs fortunate that he picked up the privateers 
which hovered about the Jamaica flcet, and which would have 
purfued them over to Europe, in the hope of picking up ftrag- 
glers, or taking the advantage of any ftorm that might feparate 
them. Had-thefe privateers been with the fleet when the bur- 
ricane happened, there is no doubt but they would have made 
a dreadful havock among the difabled thips. 

When any capital enterprife is going forwards, a number of 
falfe reports are continually propagated by interefted and defign- 
ing men, for the bafe purpofe of enriching themfclves, by the 
hopes or fears of individuals, Thus fince Lord Howe hailed 
for the relief of Gibraltar, it was currently reposted, that on the 

16th of September he was near Cape Finilterre, and on the 22d, 
within three days of Gibraltar; and a few days after, he had 
taken fome Spanith fhips of the kine, &c. Noi we may expect 
to have it reported, that part of his fquadron is difinafted, fome 
part of it foundered, and perhaps others taken by the enemy. 

By a Denifh thip from ‘Tranquebar, -in the Eaft Indies, there 
is advice of the arrival, at the Cape of Guod Hope, of the 
Hannibat of 50 guns, which was captured by De Suffrein, and 
four Eaft Endiamen, under convoy for Holland. 

The Ifis and San Carlos, of 50 guns each, and the Coven- 
try frigate, of 28, are the only thips of war expected home as 
convoy to the Eaft Indiamen in the Spring, as Admiral Hughes 
cannot part with any of his line of battle ships, on account of 
the great French foice in thofe feas. 

Yetterday, fome letters were received from Lifbon, by which 
we are informed, that feveral fhips were put in there from New- 
foundland, difmaited.
